* Future Bureau of Public Roads Land Usage Plan: Mr. Moreland of 
GSA is our contact point concerning the Blue Ribbon Panel deliberations on 
Federal lands disposition. The item under current consideration is the 
Bureau of Public Roads land adjoining the CIA site. It is up for consideration 
as a continuing BPR facility or turning it into a park. We have vested interests 
in this property in that we have usage permits for West Parking and the 
helicopter site and we have previously laid claim to the Scattergood -Thorne 
property adjoining our entrance way at Route 123. With Logistics we had 
worked up a usage plan which would preserve our holding at West Parking, 
the Scatter good -Thorne property and some additional land running out to 123. 
This would leave BPR as presently constituted or would leave the remaining 
property for park development should this be the need. Mr. Moreland had 
asked that we make known to him our proposed usage plan so that this could 
be considered in the committee deliberations. He needed to be advised as 
quickly as possible and accordingly I asked Mr. Blake to show him the plans 
that we had devised on an informal basis stating that they were subject to 
official approval within the Agency. However, with the exception of one small 
stretch of land all the property in question has been the subject of documentary 
exchanges of letters and memoranda affirming our continuing interest in this 
property. I will present for formal approval our usage plan when the ExDir 
returns from vacation.

2. Demonstration Against CIA: At the Executive Committee Meeting 
of 19 August I mentioned the item in U. S. News and World Report "Washington 
Whispers" which indicates leftists militants plan demonstrations in late 
October or the first part of November against Justice, Defense and CIA. I 
advised that information available at this time indicates that the demonstration 
will not be set up at the time indicated above but very possibly could be con- 
ducted in the early spring. I mentioned some of the individuals who are serving 
as organizers and some of the organizations involved. I made the point that 
there seems to be no central organization nor a specified leader which is 
creating considerable confusion in the militants' plans.

1. CIARDS Retirement Legislation: Today Jack Maury advised 
that he had been in touch with Congressman Mendel Rivers with a view 
to expediting action to seek relief on the CIARDS quota for the years 
1970-1974. Congressman Rivers was sympathetic to the problem but 
stated that he was discouraged with the fact that many bills passed by the 
House had not been acted upon by the Senate and he felt in this instance 
that if the Agency could encourage Senator Stennis to take action on our 
proposed legislation and pass the Senate that Congressman Rivers would 
assure its quick passage in the House. Mr. Maury will again take this 
matter up with Senator Stennis and while his committee is bogged down 
with priority legislation there is always a chance that there m ay be a quick 
opening for introducing our legislation. Accordingly, I called 
today and asked that he prepare a draft text for the Director to use in 
arguing for relief on our quota limitation. We already have an established 
briefing package for our legislative bill but this particular item will be in 
addition to that and will cite the seriousness of our problem as demonstrated 
by the recent sizeable number of retirements which is rapidly eating up our 
fixed quota of 400. 

I also asked Mr. Maury to have his staff check the legislation 
establishing other special retirement systems such as the FBI, Secret 
Service, Foreign Service, etc. , to determine whether or not an arbitrary 
quota has been established as to the numbers of persons who may retire 
under the provisions of the system. To my knowledge there has been no 
such limitation on numbers and if my contention is correct then the existing 
legislation on our program is discriminatory. This is an argument we could 
use with some effectiveness.

Paper Work Survey: On this date Howard Osborn saw me concerning 
the use of an outside consultant to conduct a management paper survey of 
the Office of Security. Arrangements on this had been worked out by 

| Osborn expressed concern that the survey 
would necessitate access to the substance of Security files and records he 
felt this might be a potential compromise. I asked | [ to try to 

work out some acceptable ground rules as the Office of Security has large 
file holdings and the benefits of microform applications to their system 
would be considerable. We have no such expertise within the Agency and 
we will have to rely on outside assistance.

The Executive Director would not concur in this arrange- 
ment as he felt that it would set a precedent and could well be unfavorably 
regarded. His main point was instituting such an arrangement immediately 
after retirement.

The 
Executive Director did not disapprove this proposal and stated that he would 
leave it to my discretion but he advised against concluding this arrangement 
at this time.

1. Renovation of the Rendezvous Room: A proposal has been 
made to convert the Rendezvous Room from a restaurant type operation 
into a buffet luncheon service. This has been tried successfully by GSI 
in other departments in Washington and has the blessing of the Employee 
Cafeteria Committee. The restaurant operation has been losing money, 
patrons, and has been plagued with problems of maintaining an appropriate 
level of service. It is felt that the buffet luncheon proposal could be highly 
successful and we plan a trial period of 60 days starting sometime in 
September. I discussed this with the Executive Director on 3 August and 
brought it before the Executive Committee today and had their full 
concurrence. I have so notifiec Logistics Services Division. 


*2. Printing Services Building - Proposed Agency Headquarters 
Garage: In reference to a memorandum from the National Capital Planning 
Commission concerning construction and budgeting therefore for FY '72, a 
question was raised as to whether the Agency had consulted with National 
Capital Planning on the construction and other aspects of our Printing Services 
Building. I asked Logistics to check their records on this matter and was 
subsequently advised that there is no record that we approached NCPC on 
the Printing Services Building. It is not known whether GSA checked with NCPC 
on this matter but it is doubted as we most likely would have heard about it. 

We have not made known to NCPC any information concerning the possibility 
of constructing a garage at the Headquarters site and in view of its limited 
size and containment on our grounds there does not seem any reason for us 
to do so should we reach that stage of actually engaging in construction.
